FREEDOM marches, pray-
er protests and picketing,
sit-ins and sit-downs take on
new meaning, although the
price participants pay often
is braving hurricane force of
high pressure water hoses,
bared fangs of police dogs,
tear gas, the paralyzing force
of eleciric cattle prods, some-
times clubbing by police and
attacks by whiles on the
sidelines, and of course, jail.

When word got around
that Dr. King was to speak
in Suffolk, Va. Friday night,
authorities immediately be-
gan to marshal their law of-
ficers, . although no protest
demonstrations were plan-
ned,

DANVILLE IS Virginia’s
hottest spot in civil rights.
Sometimes it is referred to
as “Little Birmingham.”

One of Virginia's most ac-
tive civil rights lawyers,
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Leonard W. Holt Jr. of Nor-
folk, has been languishing in
jail here under an indict~
ment charging inciting to
riot. Eleven others have
been indicted on the same
charge.

Trial of five of Mr. Holt's
clients were postponed in
Municipal Court Friday be-
cause he was in jail.

TRIALS OF the scores, in-
cluding ministers, who have
been arrested here in con-
nection with month-long
demonstrations, . were sehe-
duled to begin Wednesday.

If Dr. King ur-ws Negroes
and white sympathizers to
march to a city hall, court-
house or jail for prayer and
hymn singing on the steps,
they march. By hundreds.

That’'s what Mr. Stinson
and Mr. Temple were think-
in about as they prepared to
